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THE SEED SITUATION. 


T HE past two years we have come to our custom- 

ers with a ‘‘tale of woe’’ about short crops and 
high prices and it may begin to sound like an old 
story, but the season of 1902 I am sure will be re- 
garded as a record-breaker for many years to come. 
History of the seed trade does not go back far enough 
to record another season of such complete and par- 
tial failures on so many different varieties of seed. 
This following as it has on two previous years of 
short crops has brought about conditions of short- 
ages unprecedented in the seed business. Heretofore

ditterent items have been short; im fact, there is 
hardly ever a season but what some things in the list 
will be a partial failure and scarce as a consequence, 
but 1902 has proven the most disastrous year ever 
known to almost all of the list of American grown 
“seeds, the record of partial or complete failure taking 
in nearly the entire list. Of the American grown 
seeds, Cabbage, Carrot, Lettuce, and Sweet Peas 
being about the only items that gave a fair crop. 
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AMONG THE FAILURES ARE: 

-PHAS—which on account of the continued wet 
weather from planting till threshing time were first 
a very poor stand, many fields being entirely drown- 
ed out, and then so much rain at harvest time made 
it almost impossible to save what crop did mature. 
The result is the highest!average price in more than 
twenty-five years. Se 

BEANS—were delayed in planting by wet sea- 
son, flooded with water after they were up, made a

slow growth on account of cold season, many fields 
cut with an early frost, and to finish them up they 
rotted in the field after harvest. KResult, not over 
twenty per cent. of crop, with most wax varieties 
almost a total failure, the two staple sorts, Black 
and Golden Wax, being worse than any other. On 
these two we will be unable to fill orders in full, but 
hope to have enough to go around by filling one-half 
of amount on orders. 
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SWEET COR N—is the nearest a total failure it 
has been since 1885 and the prices are the highest 
since that year. Failure was caused by early frost 
and so much wet during the fall that it could not 
cure up properly and spoiled. Very fortunately we 
have a supply sufficient for our trade. 


CUCUMBER S—in particular are nearly a total 
failure, being less than one-tenth fo an average crop, 
and the price in consequence is about ten times high- 
er than the usual quotations. The cause of failure 
was too much cold and wet during the entire season. 
This allowed the vines a chance to make only a feeble 
growth and left them an easy prey to the melon louse, 
which made about a clean sweep of all the Cucum- 
bers and Musk Melons. What were left were still 
further cut down by the early frost. Water Melon, 
Summer Squash, and Pumpkin suffered severely but 
were a much better yield. On these we are fortun- 
ately well fixed and can fill all orders taken. 


HUBBARD SQUASH—was an absolute failure 
with me and is not to be procured. Unless we do 
get hold of some we will have to cut it out almost 
entirely on our orders. 


We are the shortest on Cucumber, with the ex- 
ceptoin of Long Green we have about one-fourth of 
asupply. ‘To make this go around we will cut the 
quantity of seed to the packet down some and all 
orders for Cucumber packets will be filled only about 
hale Wehave never beenhim thiss shape bekore cme 
until this year have always filled all orders in full, 
even when, aS was the case last year, many items 
Were WOrdn wig jose Cem, ung Ace Snvoonmae hime 
than they were sold and billed at. We do not de- 
serve any special credit for this, as it is no more than 
we should have done, but this year, on account of 
the peculiar conditions, we ask our customers’ kind 
indulgence and assure them that we are doing all in 
our power to take care of their orders) ~Allother 
seed houses are in the same shape as ourselves, and 
filling orders pro-rata will be the rule this year.
